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This is regarding the "Petition to Revive and Waive Rules" filed November 9, 2004. The petition will be 
treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) to accept an unintentionally delayed oath or declaration. 

The petition is dismissed as moot. 

Petitioner has requested that the Declaration and Power of Attorney filed with the petition be accepted as 
if it were filed when a correct Declaration and Power of Attorney should have been filed during 
prosecution of the patent application. Petitioner makes this request because it is alleged that the 
signatures of some of the inventors were falsified on the originally filed declaration. 

While the facts of the petition are noted, a review of the application history did not reveal any error in the 
prosecution, relative to the oath cr declaration, that could be remedied by the filing of a petition under 37 
CFR 1.137(b). More specifically, no Office communication was issued requiring the filing of a properly 
executed oath or declaration such that the subsequent failure to file a declaration with the true signatures 
of the inventors would have resulted in abandonment of the application justifying the filing of a petition 
under 37 CFR 1.137 at this juncture. The instant petition is, therefore, moot. 

Notwithstanding the aforementioned, the declaration filed with the instant petition can be made a part of 
the record as a supplemental declaration filed pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .67 which allows for the filing of a 
supplemental declaration to correct deficiencies or inaccuracies present in an earlier filed application. 
The declaration filed November 19, 2004, is noted as a supplemental declaration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.67, accordingly. The petition fee of $130.00 will be refunded via treasury check.
